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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Nottingham: 


In this report. I purpose to consider the following 
question: What are the objectives of education? In 
other words, what are we really trying to accomplish in 
our public schools in Nottingham? A committee of edu- 
cators after giving careful consideration to questions like 
these, agreed upon seven objectives which we shall enum- 
erate. 


1. Health. In the schools we are teaching hygiene, 
health habits, the care of the body, prevention of acci- 
dents, community hygiene and sanitation, and that good 
health is the foundation upon which all activities, accom- 
plishments and happiness rest. The medical inspection 
in our schools is of value to the individual pupils, when 
the defects discovered are reported to parents and action 
is taken in an attempt to remove these defects. Ifa Par- 
ent-T’eacher Association or similar organization is per- 
fected in Nottingham, that would be an excellent group 
to foster a dental clinic for school children. This has 
been done in a number of towns in New Hampshire with 
very satisfactory results. 


2. Command of the fundamentals. This includes the 
teaching of reading, writing, spelling, arithmetic and ex- 
pression—oral and written. These have long been con- 
sidered the chief objectives of our schools, as they are the 
tools to be used in the affairs of life. At the present time 
they are being taught more efficiently than ever before. 
‘The enrichment of our school curriculum with new 
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studies has not been accomplished at the expense of the — 
three R’s.. These subjects still sre a major por- ( 
tion of the school time. “tS 


3. Worthy home membership. N pe every one ae .

tional training in the upper grades of the elementary 
schools. In Nottingham there is no room in our school 
buildings for ey a training or domestic arts in grades 
seven mn eiglit. 


5. Citizenship. There is no better place for boys and 
girls to prepare to assume the duties of citizenship than 
in the school room. This is done by the study of :— 
the constitution—laws—functions of government—duties 
of public officers—responsibility of citizens—and the or- 
ganization of the pupils in a school, into a civie body of 
which all are members.
